The Town of Didsbury was presented 
the revised three year directional signage 
project at its last Committee of the Whole 
meeting, witli motions passed to approve 
the preyed at the regular council meeting 
on January 24. 

The directional signage project, which 
will see unique heritage signs directing 
guests and residents to important commu¬ 
nity sites such as the hospital, museum, 


library and more, was an undertaking fol¬ 
lowing the First Impression Community 
Exchange (F1CE) program Didsbury took 
part in with Cardston. 

This provincial program was developed 
to help determine the needs of a commu¬ 
nity based on the first impressions of new 
visitors. 

The report the FIFE committee submit¬ 
ted to Didsbury determined that the town 
lacked directional signage for facilities 
and services. 

The current designs of the proposed 


signs, which will be made of iron and 
posted in various locations in the town, 
had met some scrutiny and serious discus¬ 
sion at both the committee and regular 
meetings in regards to design and 
readability. 

“Holding off and getting some multiple 
sign designs to get an opinion, since 
they’ll be around for a long time, may be a 
good idea," said Conn. Gayle Veno. 

Despite this, council did pass the 
motion to approve, in a majority vote fol¬ 
lowing a long discussion, that administra¬ 


tion purchase and install all 15 of the 
planned signs as per the first, second and 
third phases of the directional sign project 
as presented, as well as approve the final 
draft of the sign design for both the down¬ 
town and entranceway signs. 

The total cost of the purchase and 
installation of the signs will come to 
$24,000 over the three-year, three-phase 
process, with a current allocated tourism 
budget of $7,500 for years 2012 and 2013.

Sexually transmitted 
infection fight a 
long-term battle

For the first time in almost a 
decade, the rate of new sexu¬ 
ally transmitted infection 
(STI) cases has fallen in 
Alberta - a welcome develop¬ 
ment that points to the suc¬ 
cess of education programs 
and the need for the fight to 
continue. 

According to Alberta Health 
Services’ 2010 annual report 
on notifiable STI cases, there 
were 16,298 cases reported, 
down from 17,217 in 2009, 
which was the highest year on record. 

In addition, rates of new cases of HIV and AIDS 
continued to decrease for a second straight year, 
with 192 newly diagnosed cases of HIV in 2010, 
down from 219 a year earlier. 

“I am very encouraged that the good work hap¬ 
pening on the ground by our public health offi¬ 
cials is starting to pay off,” said Fred Home, 
Alberta health and wellness minister. “We know, 
however, that sexually transmitted infections 
remain an ongoing and serious public health con¬ 
cern. It is so very important that our health 
experts continue to work together and that 
Albertans take precautions so we can bring down 
STIs even more and sustain these gains into the 
future.” 

Alberta recently launched a much-needed five- 
year strategy to tackle the issue of STIs in the 
province, focusing on education of residents of all 
ages, including young people. 

Also as part of the strategy, Alberta Health has 
stepped up the hiring of clinical and outreach 
staff. 

The decline in the number of new STI cases in 
Alberta is encouraging in many ways, including 
the fact that fewer Albertans will now have to live 
with the debilitating impacts of diseases such has 
syphilis and gonorrhea. 

And, of course, fewer residents requiring med¬ 
ical treatment means a real and concrete saving 
for the hard-pressed health-care system. For 
every dollar spent treating new STI cases, there is 
one less dollar to spend on the treatment of can¬ 
cer, heart disease and other life-threateniiig ailments. 

Bringing about the latest decline in STI cases 
has required a concerted and hard-fought effort 
from many stakeholders, including doctors and 
nurses, pointing, in turn, to the fact that only 
through ongoing effort will the battle continue to 
be won. 

“Through increasing awareness and enhancing 
our capacity for testing, followup and treatment 
we’re working to encourage individuals to get 
tested and practise safe sex to reduce their risk,” 
said Dr. Andre Corriveau, Alberta’s chief medical 
officer. 

“And we know it is working.” 

The province should be applauded for its efforts 
to date in the fight against STIs and should be 
encouraged to continue that support over the 
coming year.

Let’s talk mental health 


ma program, Opening Minds in 
Ontario show that talking open¬ 
ly about discrimination and stig¬ 
ma works. 

An individual shared his expe¬ 
rience with mental illness and 
the discrimination he experi¬ 
enced from health-care practi¬ 
tioners. Following the work¬ 
shop, there was a 25 per cent 
increase among participants 
who agreed employers should 
hire people with a mental ill¬ 
ness, a commission review 
showed. There was also an 
increase of 40 per cent in those 
who said they would be willing 
to admit to colleagues that they 
had a mental illness. 
Additionally, 35 per cent more 
participants believed that it is 
their responsibility to encourage 
recovery in people with a men¬ 
tal illness. 

Talking is going to bring down 
the walls of discrimination. We 
need to make mental health a 
topic of conversation not some¬ 
thing to shy away from. People 
who need help, need to know 
where to turn, instead of being 
too afraid to ask. 

The commission suggests one 
out of every four to five employ¬ 
ees is affected by mental health 
issues every year. Many workers 
choose to go untreated rather 
than risk being labelled as 
“unreliable, unproductive, and 
untrustworthy”. 

In total, 500,000 people in 
Canada a day miss work due to 
psychiatric reasons. Mental ill¬ 
ness costs the Canadian econo¬ 
my an estimated $33 to $50 bil¬ 
lion per year in lost productivity. 

Facts aside, silence is causing 
too large a divide for that one in 
five.
